an offense in England, Germany, 
Italy or Norway, where it had be- 
conie an issue, and that, in this coun- 
try, it was not a crime for which a 
man could be tried and sent to ihe 
penitentiary, nor did it even afford 
the basis for a civil libel suit.

Kruse of 48300 St. Louis ave- 
rue, clerks, and Elmer irine, 18 
years old, of 6752 West Park ave- 
nue, a messenger. 

All were busy with the morning 
routine when five or six men en- 
tered the bank through the corner 
door. Accounts as to the number 
vary. <All wore tan raincoats and 
caps and had handkerchiefs over the 
lower ‘part of their faces. One of 
the men, sho seemed te be the 
leader, pointed a pistol at Cash'‘er 
Wellinghoff and said: ‘“‘Throw ‘em 
up.” 

Wellinghoff thought there was a 
chance for resistance. He had a 
revolver on a shelf under his desk 
and he stooped to get it. As he did 
so he felt something pressing against 
his back. Turning, he saw another 
robber behind him. It was this rob- 
ber’s pistol which had pressed 
against his back. 


Sack Filled With Money. 

Cashier Wellinghoff saw § that 
others of the robbers had passed 
through railing gates at either side 
of the cages end had entered the 
banking room proper and that thev 
had the other employes covered. 
He called out ta the other employes 
that it was no use to resist and ad- 
vised them to keep their hands up. 

The man who seemed to be ‘he 
leader ordered Wellinghoff out of 
the cage and entered it himself. He 
took a gunny sack from under his 
raincoat and began putting the 
money into it.

To the Board of Education 
and the Citizens of St. Louis:— 


| Substitution of Levy of 
One Per Cent on All Pur- 


For several years past the public school teachers of St. Louis have 
been trying to secure a salary schedule which would give justice to the 
teachers, and at the same time enable St. Louis to uphold its high 
standard in the field of education. In spite of these efforts, the 
teachers’ salaries have fallen far behind in the race with the cost of 
living. One result of this has been the loss of many valuable teachers 


from the school system. . 


The Board of Education, while not denying the reasonableness of the 
teachers’ requests for higher salaries, has never managed to meet them 
satisfactorily, usually basing its action or its refusal to act on the 
ground of "insufficient funds." However, no action to increase the 
school funds-was taken by the Board until the election of November, 
1919, at which time the voters of St. Louis granted a substantial in-— 
crease in the rate of taxation for school purposes. 


After the election the teachers asked for an increase in salaries. It 
is true that the election did not bring to the Board of Education an im- 
mediate increase in school funds, but it did give assurance that public 
opinion will support the Board in any measure which it may adopt to 
meet the PRESENT SERIOUS SITUATION by means of funds available NOW. 


The Board of Education states that the present salaries are inade- 
quate, but so far it has not seen its way clear to any action in re- 
sponse to the latest appeal of the teachers. It has often been observed 
in the past that the Board has been able to find the funds which its 
members considered necessary or highly desirable. The teachers of St. 
Louis believe that the present members of the Board are equally capable 
of solving a difficult problem. 


The City of St. Louis cannot afford the loss of teachers which will 
inevitably result from delay in this matter. We consider the present 
situation an open challenge to the resourcefulness of the Board of 
Education, acting in its capacity as a servant of the people in one of the 
vital interests of the city.

Speaking about the school teachers who are leav- 
ing that profession for more lucrative callings, let no 
one say that there is lack of opportunity for them) 
in other honorable and profitable avenues of en-. 
deavor. 

Take the hodcarrier profession, for instance. Pro-| 
fessional hod carriers are not among the top notch-| 
ers when it comes to salaries, but at that they get 
more than professional school teachers. Professional. 
plumbers, blacksmiths and bricklayers get a great | 
deal more than the hod carriers, but the teachers 
should not expect too much at once. They should 
remember that in devoting their lives to teaching 
they have failed to fit themselves for the better- 
rewarded hod carriers’ calling. It is a start. and they 
may aspire to reach later on the more aristocratic lev- 
els represented by the plumbers, blacksmiths and 
bricklayers. 

In Evenden’s ‘Teachers’ Salaries and Salary Sched- 
ules” there is a chart which shows what possibilities 
lie out before the school teacher who leaves off teach- 
ing for the love of teaching and reaches out for the 
rewards of more gainful industry. It is a compari- 
son of the salaries paid teachers with the union 
scale of wages in other occupations. It shows that 
the salaries of elementary teachers in a section com- 
prising Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan and Wis- 
consin are $800; those of intermediate teachers a| 
little less than $900 and those of high school teach- 
ers a little more than $1100, while the average wages 
in Cleveland and Chicago of bakers, hod carriers, 
carpenters, plumbers, glaziers, English compositors, 
printing machine tenders, blacksmiths, structural iron 
workers, inside wiremen, bricklayers, lathers and 
machinists, mounting in the order given, range from a 
little less than $1200 to about $1950. 

In Missouri the salaries of teachers in the high 
schools and in the elementary schools of the medium- 
sized cities and of the small towns are far less than 
the low salaries of teachers shown on the chart. The 
salaries of rural teachers in Missouri, it is stated, 
average less than $500, or less than two-thirds of the

AT HOME WITH THE BRAVE. 

HE threatened collapse of local govern- 

ment, which has been considered to be our 

best safeguard against tyranny, probably 
follows the exhaustion of human patience. 
Thus, St. Louis County, which is permitted to 
run her own police affairs, is unable to sup- 
press gambling. County officers pass the buck 
from one to the other until the people of the 
county weary of chasing it. Then someone 
appeals to the State. The county won’t—maybe 
the State will. So perishes, because of its inef- 
ficiency, the thing without which, so we are told, 
no truly democratic form of government can 
exist. Since the Interstate Commerce act of 
1887 one centralizing law after another has 
passed Congress and stood the test In the United 
States Supreme Court. The states won’t— 
maybe the Federal Government will. So it is 
with the League of Nations, to which so many 
of us are indisposed to surrender any part of 
our independence. The individual nations won't 
—maybe the world will. Is it any wonder that 
we have just had to deport a few people who 
do not believe in any government at all? One 
must be of stout courage to be braver than 
that. Fortunately, most of us are of stout 
courage. ‘We work hard for more laws, and 
then seek to repose responsibility in some in- 
corruptible quarter. This, of course, is some 
faraway place, just as in spiritual recourse we 
have always reposed responsibility with gods 
whom nobody could get at. It is a great life, 
if you don’t weaken. If you weaken, you are 
deported. That seems not to be very much ofa 
life. You are landed in a cold place and have 
to make the first part of the overland journey 
in sleighs. Let us stand steadfastly with those 
good people of St. Louis County who still be- 
lieve the county is able to set its own house in 
order. We have not heard of any such people, 
but there are always a few idealists about.

Someone intimates that the gulf opened in 
the last presidential election between East 
and West is going to widen in the next presi- 
dential contest. He thinks the West is for the 
League of Nations, and only waits to express 
its opinion that Mr. Wilson has stood upon 
much higher ground than those who oppose 
him. Another very good observer asks us to 
recall with what reluctance the West yielded 
to the demand that we enter the war—a de- 
mand from the East. Nor have we forgotten 
how little sympathy there was in the Eust four 
years ago for Mr. Wilson’s patience with Mex- 
ico, whereas the West steadfastly forebore with 
him. From all of which it seems that the 
peace spirit in America is much stronger in the 
West than it is in the East. What appears 
likely is that in the forthcoming campaign the 
Republicans will covertly stand for war with 
Mexico. If they do, and the Democrats run 
anybody who can beat a fat man up hill, the 
election will turn out exactly as the last one 
did——that is, the Repubifcans will win up to 
about midnight, when we shall begin to hear 
from the West.
